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DETAILED ACTION

An action on the merits of claims 9-28 follows. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 9-28 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for the allowance of the claims in this case is the inclusion of a: steering arm 
connected to a track rod, where the track rod actuates the steering arm to rotate about a 
king pin axis to rotate a wheel about the king pin axis, in a steering and suspension 
system for a vehicle, in combination with the other elements recited not found in the 
prior art of record.
